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Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended February 7, 1903, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 24.3 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,093,289. The lowest rate was recorded in Tralee, 
viz, 5.3, and the highest in Clonmel, viz, 46.2 per 1,000. In Dublin and 
suburbs 202 deaths were registered, including diphtheria, 3; scarlet 
fever, 3; whooping cough, 3, and 32 from tuberculosis. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended February 7, 1903, correspond to an annual rate of 21.7 
per 1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,702,912. The 
lowest mortality was recorded in Perth, viz, 13.9, and the highest in 
Greenock, viz, 27 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths regis- 
tered from all causes was 711, including diphtheria, 7; measles, 16; 
scarlet fever, 4, and 28 from whooping cough. 

Jamaica — Port Antonio. — Weeks ended January 24, 1903, and Feb- 
ruary ,14, 1903. Estimated population not reported. Number of 
deaths not reported. No contagious diseases. 

Java — Batavia. — Three weeks ended January 17, 1903. Estimated 
population, 150,000. Number of deaths not reported. No contagious 
diseases reported. 

Malta. — Two weeks ended January 24, 1903. Estimated pojmla- 
tion, 189,749. Total number of deaths, 157, including diphtheria 4, 
enteric fever 2, and 2 from measles. 

Spain- — Barcelon a. — Two weeks ended January 31 , 1903. Estimated 
population, 600,000. Total number of deaths not reported. Ten 
deaths from enteric fever and 6 from smallpox reported. 

Malaga. — Month of December, 1902.- Estimated population, 131,063. 
Total number of deaths, 306, including enteric fever 4, and 10 from 
smallpox. 

Valencia. — Two weeks ended January 31, 1903. Estimated popu- 
lation, 204,000. Total number of deaths, 315, including 4 from enteric 
fever. 

Vigo. — Month of January, 1903. Estimated population, 22,000. 
Total number of deaths, 47. No contagious diseases reported.
